Upland Without Right to Aid 
in Regulation of New 
Beverage Business 





Return of legalized liquor is 
having little effect in Upland. 

Local laws can not touch the 
regulation of the liquor sales. 


The state board of equalization pu. licity chairman, both of On- ed by Homer Chaillaux, state! of 


is the organization issuing per- 
mits to firms wanting to sell the 
1933 beverage. Control of the 
liquor sales is in the hands of 
state officials, with the local 
police having no more authority 
over the ccntrel of the beer 
houses than over the’ grocery 
stores. 

At present no beer license is 
being collected in Upland, other 
than a general business license, 
which must be paid by all firms. 
Unofficial talk has indicated that 
a@ special beer selling license may 
be adopted. One of the points 
express:d during the campaign 
to repeal the eighteenth amend- 
ment was the tax-producing fea- 
ture of the legaliz°d liquor sales. 
To get a share of the new rev- 
enue the city may adopt a spe- 
cial liquor heense. 

The only restriction in this 
district concerning the sale of 
liquor is in the deeds to the orig- 
inal colony lands. The deeds 
have a provision specifying that 
liquor is not to be sold on the 
property. This provision has 
been violated, it is known, but 
its strength is not known due to 
lack of a test case. 

Upland, as well as all cities 
in California, became wet Dec. 
5. On that day and since there 


has been no noticeable change 
at the places selling beer and 
liquor.
